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Speed May Come Early or Late: 
A Furlong or Two Is Enough 


LEXINGTON 


There’s an old, and probably apochy- 
phal, story that one morning John Rogers 
was showing the Belmont horses to some 
friends of the owner. and when the star of 
the string (it may have been Hastings), 
was led out, one of the party asked, “And 
what is this one’s best distance?” 

“A quarter of a mile.” said Rogers. 

The questioner expressed mild surprise, 
but the autocrat of the stable didn’t bother 
to explain that in his opinion no horse 
could go at extreme speed for more than 
a quarter of a mile. As a matter of fact, 
a good horse invariably beats his field in 
about an eighth of a mile, killing off op- 
position with a quick burst of speed in the 
beginning, middle, or end of a race. And, 
more often than not, without covering the 
whole distance in notably fast time. Never- 
theless, comparative speed sometimes 
presents an interesting basis for compar- 
ison. 

At the end of last week, Mrs. Gordon 
Guiberson’s California-bred Correspondent 
was thought hereabouts most likely to 
furnish the strongest opposition for the 
still unbeaten Native Dancer in the Ken- 
tucky Derby. In the nine-furlong Blue 
Grass Stakes at Keeneland on April 23, 
the son of *Khaled carried 121 pounds, 
won easily, and took a fifth of a second 
off Coaltown’s 1:4914 track record. (The 
to-do over that performance went on for 
days, with more betting that Coaltown 
would beat Citation in the Derby than 
there was on the Calumet to win the 
race. ) 

In the Wood Memorial Stakes at Ja- 
maica on April 25, at the same distance, 
and against the same track record, Alfred 
Vanderbilt’s Native Dancer carried 126 
pounds, won easily, and missed the record 
by a second and two-fifths. Well, let’s com- 
pare the fractional times of Correspond- 
ent’s and Native Dancer’s races with those 
of Coaltown in the 1948 Blue Grass Stakes.

Coaltown used his speed early, and did 
the last three furlongs in 3944 seconds. 
Correspondent. however. turned on full 
speed more than once. Arcaro said at 
Jamaica last Saturday that after opening 
up in the first half he allowed Straight 
Face to come up to him; then, just to 
see how good his mount was, he set Cor- 
respondent down—and went the furlong 
ending at the three-eighths pole in 11 sec- 
onds. Incidentally, Arcaro has had his 
eye on Correspondent ever since he saw 
him at Santa Anita last winter; thinks 
he’s a nice colt, but a little spooky. as 
he puts it. By the way, Correspondent 
loathes having anybody touch his head. 
Getting back to the Blue Grass Stakes. 
I didn’t see the race, but those who did 
reported that Correspondent was under 
mild urging to do the last two furlongs in 
1275 and 1285 seconds. The last furlong 
was faster than Native Dancer’s, but the 
last three furlongs were a second slower. 

Nothing, I’m sure. could have been 
much easier than Native Dancer’s victory 
in the Wood Memorial Stakes. He took 50 
seconds to do the first half-mile. then 
turned in two fast quarters, and finished 
out the last furlong in a leisurely 1324 
seconds, incidentally, the same time as 
Coaltown’s last eighth in the Blue Grass. 
As to condition, he looked even better than 
he did before the Gotham Stakes, and I 
couldn’t fault him then. 

I venture to say that Alfred Vanderbilt 
answers as many questions about his horse 
these days as the man in the information 
booth in Grand Central Station does about 


trains. Evesdropping in the paddock at 
Jamaica the other afternoon I overheard 
him practically put through a viva voce, 
which ended up with: 

“Well, what horse are you worrying most 
about?” 

“Native Dancer,” said Mr. Vanderbilt. 


TRIAL AND ERROR. I suppose it’s 
a mistake to draw too many conclusions 
from the Derby Trial. Nevertheless, in 
my amiable opinion, Harry Guggenheim’s 
Dark Star was easily the best horse in it 
as the race was run. Also, he ran the 
mile in 1:36, no negligible accomplish- 
ment at Churchill Downs for any horse. 
(The track record, as you know, is 1:35%5, 
made by Hill Gail in the Trial a year 
ago.) Money Broker, a big, gangling 
animal, must have changed a lot in looks 
since he won a ribbon for being Ohio’s 
champion yearling at the Columbus horse 
show. Spy Defense reminded me—as by 
all odds he should—of Spy Song and their 
dam, Mata Hari. Royal Bay Gem is 
sleek and on the small side, and I dare- 
say he will be—as everyone insists—bet- 
ter at, let’s say, ten furlongs than he 
would be at eight. Still, despite his habit 
of beginning slowly, he certainly ought 
to have been as close as he was at the 
finish, for the first quarter of the Derby 
Trial was run in :2244, and the last in 
72534.

The Boiling Pot 


In California 


Although the California Horse Racing 
Board has offered a compromise purse- 
distribution formula, the dispute between 
Hollywood Park and the Horsemen’s Ben- 
evolent and Protective Association seems 
as far from settlement as it did 30 days 
ago. 

The proposed new formula, calling for 
payments of 4 per cent of the first $10,- 
000.000 in the mutuel handle, 3 per cent 
of the second $10,000.000, and 2.7 per cent 
of the handle above $20,000,000, found no 
enthusiastic backers either in horsemen’s 
ranks or in management circles. C. Ray 
Robinson, attorney for the HBPA and 
also a breeder (he owns Re-Armed), said 
he was “keenly disappointed,” and spokes- 
men for Hollywood and Santa Anita 
Parks indicated any change in formula 
would be resisted. 

In the case of Hollywood Park, the new 
scale would add about $260,000 to purses 
for a meeting scheduled to get under way 
May 12—but the racing board’s proposal 
won't apply to Hollywood Park this year, 
because the’ track’s purse policy already 
had been approved by the board. 

Even if Hollywood Park accepts the 
new formula, it will not appeal to the 
HBPA, since the horsemen’s organization 
is demanding 40 per cent of the track’s 
take from the mutuel handle, or roughly 
$400,000 above the distribution offered, 
and $140,000 more than would be paid 
under the 4-3-2.7 scale. 

When Board Chairman Dwight Murphy 
announced the new scale, he said the 
board arrived at its decision “with the 
thought that this would bring agreement 
between the racing associations and the 
HBPA, which would obviate any interrup- 
tion of racing.” He added that this would 
“not preclude the horsemen’s association 
from entering negotiations to obtain a 
larger sum.” 

Informed of the board’s action, Robin- 
son said that horsemen were “keenly dis- 
appointed that the horse racing board 
retreated from the Tanforan schedule 
adopted at the ‘Merced Treaty.’ ” 

He said that the board’s proposal was 
an attempt “to give Hollywood Park a free 
ride at the expense of the horsemen in 
the amount of $400,000,” and that “in so 
far as the application of the proposed 
formula to smaller tracks is concerned, 
it would amount to a reduction from the 
amount they have been paying volun- 
tarily. 

“We would expect that the same pres- 
sure that the big tracks would be able 


to exert would be repeated when Santa 
Anita and Hollywood schedules would 
come up in the future.” 

Although officials of Santa Anita 
made no public statement, Daily Racing 
Form reported there was “strong feeling 
that the action of the board in upping the 
formula will be resisted. Management feels 
very strongly that the board has no legal 
power to impose any formula for purse dis- 
tribution since it is usurpation of one of 
the prerogatives of management.” Officials 
of Hollywood Park didn’t wish to be 
quoted, either, but it was said that the 
track felt its purse program was as far 
as it could go. 

This week is was reported that 
ten trainers had received telegrams from 
James Stewart. general manager of Holly- 
wood, warning them not to ship their 
horses to his track until first talking with 
him; and that one owner had been in- 
formed by Hollywood that his horses would 
not be given stall space. unless he fired 
his trainer, Charles Leavitt, a vice presi- 
dent of the HBPA. The owner was identi- 
fied as Ted Tepper, a partner of E. B. 
Johnston. 


OR ELSE 


The Hollywood Turf Club announced 
that it has withdrawn stable privileges at 
its track from Charles Leavitt, head of the 
HBPA in California, and that nine other 
trainers have been told to agree to Holly- 
wood Park’s purse-distribution policy or 
vacate their stable space. 

The nine are Willie Molter, R. H. Mc- 
Daniel, Allen Drumheller, George Ring, 
Rex Ellsworth, Bob Roberts, Ralph West. 
Vance Longden, and Ross Brinson. The 
group represents some of the biggest and 
most successful stables in the State.

John Beverly, secretary of the HBPA in 
California, screamed “coercion,” “intimi- 
dation,” and “waterfront tactics” against 
Stewart and his associates. Ed Friendly, 
HBPA purse committee chairman, said 
this development could lead only to a fight 
to the finish. “Racing in this State is 
reaching a fine state of affairs, when man- 
agement is trying to compel us to wear 
prison stripes, with ball and chain on our 
feet,” he said. 


Santa Anita’s Case 


Santa Anita Park, with one eye on 
Hollywood Park’s dispute with the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion and the other on its own meeting 
next winter, last week presented “some 
facts in answer to flamboyant charges 
being hurled at racing associations” in 
California. 

The facts were that Santa Anita was 
paying record purses, that its charity con- 
tributions were on a high level, that it was 
paying huge sums into the State treasury, 


and that it simply could not afford to meet 
the HBPA’s demands for 40 per cent of 
the track’s share of the pari-mutuel 
handle. 

In brief, the following is Santa Anita’s 
side of the purse picture: 

It would cost $14,000,000 today to du- 
plicate the park’s racing plant. With 
this investment, stockholders have been 
receiving $1,000,000 a year, “which cer. 
tainly cannot be considered exorbitant 
profits.” Taxes paid to the State of Cali- 
fornia for the past 19 years amount to five 
times as much as stockholders have re. 
ceived. 

For the fourth consecutive year, Cali- 
fornia tracks in 1952-53 paid higher purses 
to horsemen than any others in the nation, 
Santa Anita’s purses last year, for stakes 
and overnight races, amounted to $2,567,- 
300, a 14.61 per cent increase over the 
previous year and the largest distribution 
ever recorded in racing. In addition, the 
track paid out $67,225.50 in breeders’ 
awards. 

It has been the policy of Santa Anita 
to retain some of its earnings for im- 
provements in facilities and services for 
the public and for horsemen. This is re- 
flected in the $1,500,000 building program 
now in progress. Such a program has 
brought more people to the track, in- 
directly added to the horsemen’s purses, 
and “has made it possible to increase the 
vast revenue to the State.” 


A formula percentage for purse distri- 
bution could not be applied everywhere, 
for a percentage which is fair to tracks 
and horsemen varies with the investment 
and other costs of operation. 

Consideration should be given to the 
institutions which benefit from State rev- 
enue derived from California race tracks— 
California Polytechnic College, Fresno 
State College, California Wildlife Restor- 
ation, State, district, and county fairs, 
citrus shows, the State Employees Retire- 
ment Fund, poultry improvement, poultry 
diagnostic laboratories, the Department of 
Natural Resources, the general fund of 
the State of California. 

In addition to what it pays the State, 
“generous contributions” are made to 
charity. 

In conclusion: 

“An unduly burdensome tax and a 
mandatory purse distribution would re- 
sult in a decrease of facilities and services 
to the public and a down-trend in State 
revenue and the money to be distributed to 
horsemen. 

“Those interested in racing, who have 
been responsible for the dickering, bick- 
ering, and odd name calling—all exposed 
lustily and with much misunderstanding, 
in some instances, to the public—should 
be cognizant of the harm they are doing 
to their own game and the effect it may 
have on substantial and economic inter- 
ests in California.”

Gold, which later hit a fence, landed on his head, and suffered an injury which 


forced his destruction. 


War Gold was buried at the spot where he fell. 


The Toughest Timber Race

There are several unique items about 
the Maryland Hunt Cup, and not the 
least of them is its purely sporting motif. 
Not even a Confederate dollar changes 
hands for anybody concerned—owners, 
riders, committee members, or spectators. 


Also, it is a race that lures 20,000 or 
20 onlookers who go to a great deal of 
trouble (frequently in frightful weather) 
each April for less than ten minutes of 
running. No other race is on the card. 

And this year’s renewal, on April 25, 
was a sentimental as well as sporting 
occasion in Maryland, for the homes of 
owner, rider, and breeder all are within 
easy hacking distance of the course. The 
winner which turned back the interlopers 
frm Pennsylvania and other steeple- 
chasing countries was Harry A. Love’s 
Third Army, victor by three lengths over 
the only other survivor among seven start- 
ers, W. J. Strawbridge’s *Land’s Corner. 

They take their timber racing seriously 
in the Free State, and this is the toughest 
of them all. Across J. W. Y. Martin’s 
estate. near Shawan, stretch four miles of 
heartbreaking, built-to-stay jumps—twenty- 
two of them, many over five feet high 
and not designed for the green, the un- 
schooled, or the faint-hearted. Of such 
stuff havoc is made. But the earnest fox- 
hunters who spend a lifetime breeding 
horses for this classic don’t want their 
course made shorter, or easier. It is the 
nation’s biggest, and from it comes the 
champion. 

Third Army’s run for the big gold 
trophy was remarkable in several re- 
spects. At seven, he was breaking his 
maiden, although he had placed in steeple- 


chases over less demanding courses. He 
had set the pace during much of the run- 
ning, which is not regarded as the safest 
way to win the Maryland, And he hit the 
seventeenth fence hard enough to stop 
most horses, yet had sufficient heart to 
rally and come on again. 


Most amateur riders might be expected 
to begin urging a horse that had gone 
down to his nose. But not P. D. “Pete” 
Reid, the Monkton (Md.) ex-Marine who 
rode Third Army. He pulled the big horse 
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together and took him well back off the 
pace, giving him a breather that, in the 
end, meant the horse race. It was a note- 
worthy job for a 39-year-old who hadn't 
ridden in a timber race for 11 years, 
until owner Love coaxed him out of re- 
tirement to ride Third Army. Just returned 
from four years in Japan and Korea, Reid 
hadn't even been aboard a horse until early 
this year. 

Third Army, which had displayed much 
early speed in his other cross-country 
efforts, broke well and held the lead until 
the fifth fence, when Reid took him under 
a strong hold and Mrs. Charles Williams’ 
War Gold went to the front. The highly 
favored Black Fox Run went down at the 
second jump, Palau hit hard and fell while 
trailing the field at the ninth. War Gold, 
which had defeated Third Army a week 
earlier in Maryland’s “little” Grand Na- 
tional, met his fate at the always dreaded 
thirteenth, all too apropriately named the 
“Union Memorial jump” in honor of the 
hospital where so many riders have 
wound up. 

War Gold hit hard, literally stood on 
his head, and subsequently was found to 
have suffered a spinal cord injury near 
the base of the skull. He lay motionless, 
and rider Horace Hammond went to 
Union Memorial for treatment. 

The race went on, with Third Army re- 
gaining the lead. Third Army. made his 
memorable recovery when he bobbled at 
the seventeenth, and *Land’s Corner went 
to the front. W. G. Jones’ Rustling Oaks, 
ridden by Maryland’s leading amateur, 
Mike Smithwick, fell at the eighteenth. 
Three horses were left in the run for 
home: *Land’s Corner on top, Third Army

Dark Star, in spite of being the first winner from 
his sire’s first crop and the first stakes winner sired 
by *Royal Gem II, had been almost a dark horse 
for this year’s Kentucky Derby. He brought him- 
self into the picture more clearly, however, by 
winning the Derby Trial Stakes by four lengths. 
He also has been nominated for the Preakness and 
the Belmont Stakes. 

After forcing Sir Mango's pace out of the chute 
and along the backstretch, Dark Star went to the 
front on the turn. Leading by two lengths at the 
stretch, Dark Star went under the wire easily as 
Money Broker got up from the middle of the field 
for second, four lengths back. Spy Defense, one 
of the leaders during most of the running, held 
on for third by a nose over Royal Bay Gem, which 
had come from last in the field of 14 and had been 
caught in close quarters on the turn. Money Broker 
and Royal Bay Gem, sharing the top weight of 
118 pounds, gave three pounds to the winner and 
six pounds to Spy Defense. 

Dark Star was foaled April 4, 1950, at Warner 
L. Jones’ Hermitage Farm, Goshen, Ky., where 
his sire, *Royal Gem II, is at stud. *Royal Gem II, 
from his first crop to race, has the stakes winners 
Dark Star and Royal Bay Gem. Included in Mr. 
Jones’ consignment to the 1951 Keeneland Summer 
Sales, Dark Star was purchased for $6,500 by 
Harry F. Guggenheim’s Cain Hoy Stable, his pres- 
ent owner. 

As a 2-year-old of 1952, Dark Star won three 
of his six starts, including the second division of 
the Hialeah Juvenile Stakes. He also was third in 
the Futurity and Juvenile Stakes at Belmont Park. 
In three races this year prior to the Derby Trial, 
he won the first, went unplaced in the Florida 
Derby, and ran second to Correspondent in a 
seven-furlong race at Keeneland. 

Isolde, dam of Dark Star, foaled a black filly 
by Phar Mon on April 11, 1952. The half sister 
to Dark Star is among the applicants for entry in 
this year’s Keeneland Summer Sales.

Two by Norseman 


R. B. Strassburger’s Norseman, which 
will move from France to stand at Spend- 
thrift Farm in Kentucky next year, was 
represented by two good 3-year-old win- 
ners last week. His daughter Noemi won 
the Princess Elizabeth Stakes at Epsom. 
At Longchamp April 26 his son Nordiste 
led all the way to score an easy victory 
over Marcel Boussac’s Adarca in the Prix 
de l’Esperance, 3000 meters. 


Wilwyn Misses No. 13 


Robert C. Boucher’s Wilwyn, winner of 
the Washington, D. C., International last 
October, got his twelfth win in succession 
in the 114-mile John Porter Stakes at 
Newbury (England) April 11. The 5-year- 
old son of Pink Flower carried top weight 
of 131 pounds and won easily by three 
lengths. 

Two weeks later, at Sandown Park, 
Wilwyn tried for his thirteenth win in a 
row in the 114-mile Coronation Stakes, 
attempting to carry 131 pounds and con- 
cede five pounds to the brilliant French 
colt Guersant (Bubbles—Montagnana). 
owned by Baron Guy de Rothschild. Guer- 
sant made the pace, was overtaken by Wil- 
wyn about a hundred yards from the finish, 
and closed again strongly to recover the 
lead. Zucchero was third, two lengths be- 
hind the odds-on Wilwyn. 

Mr. Boucher announced that he had ac- 
cepted an invitation to run Wilwyn a sec- 
ond time in the international race at 
Laurel.

Silverado was nosed out at the wire by Right 
Bright. The winner had moved up from last place 
to make his spectacular drive in the stretch of 
the mile-and-70-yard race. He was carrying four 
pounds less than Silverado and eight pounds less

Right Bright was foaled March 27, 1950, at 
Calumet Farm, Lexington. He is the first foal pro- 
duced by Whirl Right, a sister to Whirlaway. 
Whirl Right has a yearling filly by *Priam II. 

Making seven starts as a 2-year-old of 1952, 
Right Bright won only the last one, an optional 
claiming race with a $7,500 price. In an earlier 
race, the son of Sun Again could have been claimed 
for $10,000. In four starts this year, Right Bright 
won his last two races prior to the Mariposa 
Handicap. 

Right Bright is the 13th stakes winner sired by 
Sun Again, which is at stud on Calumet Farm.

now coming again, and the 1952 timber 
horse of the year, G. T. Weymouth’s Done 
Sleeping, taking aim at them.

Mr. Love. who has a small farm not 
far from the Hunt Cup course, bought 
Third Army as a 3-year-old from his old 
friend and neighbor, Janon Fisher Jr..

Trim Rigging is a half sister to 
Tellanrun, winner over brush, and _ the 
stakes winner Easy Sailing.

The HBPA’s Case 


C. Ray Robinson had come to Kentucky 
to have some fun, to see the Blue Grass 
Stakes at Keeneland and the Kentucky 
Derby at Churchill Downs. But the tele- 
phone in his rooms at Lexington’s Camp- 
hell House kept him busy answering calls 
from California. There was a steady inflow 
ef news and comment on the war between 
the California division of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association. 
for which he is attorney. and two of the 
nation’s best and wealthiest race tracks. 

In the midst of other interruptions, THE 
Bioop-HorseE interrupted big Ray Robin- 
son's attempts to get a little rest. What 
was the HBPA’s answer to recent publicity 
from Santa Anita Park? What was the 
HBPA’s side to one of racing’s biggest 
developing stories? 

Robinson began by summarizing: Both 
Santa Anita and Hollywood Park could 
increase their payments to horsemen, and 
California members of the HBPA would 
stand “as one” to see that their demands 
were met. Horsemen had proved their 
strength on the testing ground at Tanforan 
and would not be backed down by the 
formidable opposition of the two big 
tracks in California. Santa Anita’s attempt 
to acquaint the public with its side of the 
hot issue was loaded with generalities and 
half truths. Then he made a formal state- 
ment: 

“T have read the release which purports 
to contain facts and figures in connection 
with the financial operation of Santa Anita 
Park.” he said. 

“The California Horse Racing Board 
should have available. and should give to 
the public, the exact figures in connection 
with these operations. In event this is not 
done. every possible effort will be made 
by the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Association to give the public the 
true facts about the Sanita Anita purse 
schedule. The public should have answers 
to these questions: 

1. “What is the present book value of 
assets of the Los Angeles Turf Club? 

2. “In addition to payments to stock- 
holders, what has been paid from Santa 
Anita profits directly, or indirectly, to 
Charles Strub and various members of his 
family? Careful consideration should be 
given, in this connection. to contracts for 
‘favored sons.” 

3. “What are the entire details of the 
Lake Arrowhead program, taking into 
consideration the retaining of surplus 
funds and the general accounting policy? 
It should be determined whether a fair 
dividend program has been in effect, or 
whether a carefully set up program has 
been followed which would lead to utiliza- 
tion of capital-gains benefits. 

4. “What are the true assets of the 
Los Angeles Turf Club? In this case. a 


careful analysis should be made of re- 
turns received from original investments 
in Santa Anita stock. keeping in mind 
that the track’s publicity claims total as- 
sets of $14,000.000. 

5. “How much is the track actually 
giving horsemen? The claim made by 
Santa Anita that it is making the largest 
purse distribution must be evaluated in 
the light of the amount the track receives 
from the pari-mutuel handle. Obviously. 
the only fair method of arriving at this 
is to compare the allocation of purses by 
percentages. Practically all states that 
have racing have different amounts which 
they are allowed to keep to themselves. 
In New York, the tracks keep approxi- 
mately 4 per cent: in California they keep 
in excess of 7 per cent. In other words, 
out of a $100.000.000 handle. the tracks 
in California receive in excess of $7.000.- 
000; in New York, the tracks keep about 
$4,000.000. Yet the tracks in New York, 
as far as purses are concerned. closely 
approach the distribution of California’s 
two largest tracks. But the important thing 
is this: in California, the tracks make the 
lowest percentages distribution in the 
United States. At its last meeting. Santa 
Anita distributed about 30 per cent of its 
take to horsemen, whereas the national 


average, excluding California, is about 45 
per cent, and the national average, in- 
cluding California, is in excess of 43 
per cent.” 

Turning his attention from witness to 
jury, Robinson concluded: 

“It is time that the public’s attention 
is called to the fact that race tracks are 
not giving anything to the State, or to 
State fairs, or to other State organizations. 
It is provided by law that states shall 
receive these funds, and the fact that 
tracks pay the bill is not any act of gen- 
erosity on the part of these tracks. 

“The paternalistic attitude taken toward 
the State and horsemen by track operators 
is similar, despite the fact that the State 
gives a monopoly to the tracks and the 
horsemen provide the actors which make 
it possible for the tracks to put on their 
shows.” 


VHA YEARLING SHOW 


The Virginia Horsemen's Association 
exhibition and show of yearlings will be 
held May 24 at Burrland Farm.

The association said the show 
would bring together the largest collec- 
tion of yearlings ever seen in Virginia.

Goodwin Estate Dispersal 


In an auction which came just a week 
after the plans for it were first made the 
Breeders’ Sales Company disposed of the 
racing stable belonging to the estate of 
Joseph A. Goodwin. Mr. Goodwin died 
April 7 while he was vacationing in Flor- 
ida. Agreement between the executors 
(the Security Trust Company, Lexington) 
and the sales company was reached 
Thursday, April 16. Catalogues were 
ready the following Monday. The sale 
was held in the pavilion at Keeneland 
the morning of Thursday, April 23, with 
perhaps a third of the seats filled as An- 
nouncer J. B. Faulconer and Auctioneer 
George Swinebroad began the selling. 

Nineteen head were sold for $84,700, 
average $4,458. Horsemen made no ques- 
tion that the market was good. Only win- 
ner in the catalogue was the 3-year-old 
Nero Fiddled, and brought the top price 
of $18.000, going to B. B. Williams. Coon- 
skin Cap, a 3-year-old maiden, brought 
$12,000. Highest price among the 15 2- 
year-olds was the $10,000 paid by F. L. 
Flanders for the colt Good Ole Winne, one 
of the first crop of foals by the Goodwin 
stallion Papa Redbird. 

The stock, most of which had wintered 
at Keeneland and was close to racing 
condition, made a very favorable appear- 
ance. 

Mrs. Goodwin has a few horses in her 
own name and will race a small stable, 
but all the stock owned by Mr. Goodwin’s 
estate will be liquidated. Tentative plans 
have been made to sell the stallions, brood- 
mares, and younger horses in midsummer, 
probably at the time of the yearling sales 
at Keeneland.

Mereworth Continues Contracts 


Walter J. Saimon. owner of Mereworth 
Farm. who last year inaugurated the 
practice of placing his yearlings under 
contract with racing stables. announced 
yesterday that he would continue this 
program in 1953. 

Before 1952, Mereworth for many years 
had sold its yearlings at auction, first at 
Saratoga and in recent years at Keene- 
land. Mereworth’s decision to put out 
yearlings under contract in 1952 followed 
successful auctions in 1951 when Mr. 
Salmon sold a filly for $60,000, the year’s 
highest price for a yearling sold at 
auction. 

Many prominent stables obtained Mere- 
worth yearlings under the new contract 
in 1952. and inquiries indicate that in- 
terest in the contract plan is equally as 
strong this season, the farm reports. The 
contract provides that the racing stable 
pay Mereworth in proportion to the year- 
ling’s racing success. The payment is 40 
per cent of the money earned. 


Breeders’ Sales Report 


Dividends amounting to $70,112 were 
paid to consignors and members of 
Breeders’ Sales Company, Inc.. for last 
years sales, according to William S. 
Evans, general manager. Evans’ report was 
made April 24 at the company’s ninth 
annual luncheon meeting. held at the 
Campbell House.

Evans told the organization that last 
year’s dividends. the second highest of 
the past five years, represented 1.44 per 
cent of the receipts taken in by the non- 
profit company. 

Four directors of the company were re- 
elected at the meeting—T. C. Piatt. Ira 
Drymon, A. B. Hancock Jr.. and Tollie 
Young. The directors held their own 
meeting the same day and re-elected their 
officers—Piatt. president: Hancock, vice 
president; and Leslie Combs II, secretary- 
treasurer.
